Work is progressing splendidly on 
the pew Bank of Montreal block, cor- 
ner of Jasper avenue and Howard 
street, This handsome building js 
perhaps the most expensive of its 
size in the city. Tt has a particul@r-- 
ly fine appearance, consists of three 
storeys, and basement, and is forty- 
two and a half by. fifty-six end a half 
feet, The basement walls are ttwo 
feet mine inches thick, and are built 
ef solid brick and cement. with con- 
crete footings. The biock és finished
